A SKETCH OF SALVATION ARMY SOCIAL WORK IN GREAT BRITAIN 

—A REVIEW OF THE SALVATION ARMY'S LATEST CONTRIBUTION 

TO SOCIAL REFORM LITERATURE. 



Under the above suggestive title the An- 
nual Social Report issued by our Interna- 
tional Headquarters touches on a side of 
Salvation Army work whioh is, perhaps, too 
little understood. The volume takes us back 
to "first causes"; shows us, in some little 
measure, how it is that there is such a crying 
need for Social Work ; where thesi " sub- 



wuere tney are. 

Some indication of its character may be 
gathered by the following extracts from its 
pages, leaving them to speak for themselves. 
The first " Preeipice " to which we are 
brought (and there are nine altogether) is a 
grimly terrible one indeed. This is it ; 
Slow Starvation. 

" The terrible tragedy of life thai is con- 
tinually going on arounc us is but little real- 
ized by most of the wel) situated, because the 
people are killed slowly, one by one, instead 
of being cut off as sudd; nly and sensationally 
as those, for example, vho are slaughtered 
in some battle or massacre, 

" Many of our friends may remember hear- 
ing of the case of a m:\rried couple with a 
biiliv .who were found bv the Chief of the Staff 
looking into the windows of Headquarters, 
and who were, within twenty-four hours, sent 
off to Canada. They had been reduced to 
such extremity that t'hey had pawned all the 
clothing they could, and had very little fur- 
niture left. They were not only so well 
placed in Canada as to be out of the reach of 
want, but so as to be able to repay all the 
cost of passage. Their little one, however, 
had suftcrcd beyond its strength, aiiu died 
heiote the steamer reached Quebec, ft 15 Only 
too painfully, clear that the young life was 
sacrificed because our help — rapid as it was 
when made use of — came, alas I too late. And 
while you read these pages others arc dying 



from the same cause — slow starvation — in the 
streets." 

Following on the Starvation Precipice we 
reach one which is, in many cases, a result of 
the near approach of the former — Drunken- 
ness. Tersely put, the report thus explains 
this: 

" Perhaps few have fully realized how much 
the want of work contributes tow flrf ls drag- 
ging men down to the drunkard's level. Sup- 
Dose you were to try thp experiment of walk- 
ing around the factory districts of a large 
town on a drizzly day, just to see where yoti 
could find any announcement of the want of 
workmen. Even in your comfortable circum- 
stances you would scon begin to realize tins 
desirability oi some place of shelter. . . But, 
if you were an ont-of-work, those who wished 
to show you a kindness would only be able to 
take you to the common bar, and to offer you 
a glass of the common drink. You cai easily 
understand 'how that drink would be likely to 
affect a man who for days past had never had 
a proper meal, and how natural would become 
the craving tor more and more such hospital- 
ity as the weary days dragged on." 

Gambling. 

There is a chapter here nil one of the great- 
est causes of social degeneration, and yet, 
since it is one that commences its curse by 
attacking the young and impressionable, and 
often ambitious shop boy and errand iad — 
is so difficult to strike at in older people— 
the gambling craze. 

And hand in hand with gambling comes 
dishonesty; and the chapter on this subject 
deals not only";with the petty theft of the office 
boy to make up his " borrowings," but touches 
or. many other causes in the making of a 
thief. Here is one instance, the story of a 
girl reclaimed and converted through our offi- 
cers' efforts on her behalf: 

" How easily, and some might say honor-

ably, dishonesty may begin was explained 
lateiy by a poor girl telling her experience. 
She knew of a delicate girl who really needed 
eggs, and to whom her mother sometimes 
sent them. One day, when our girl asked if 
she might take one as usual, the reply was 
' No.' But, passing the shop from which she 
usually got them, the thought came, ' Why 
not get one on credit?' It was easily done, 
but to the thought of that moment, when she 
knew that she had not the least prospect of 
being able to pay, she traeed back all the 
career of crime that followed. She learned 
later how to rob tills and pockets just as easily 
and remorsely as she took that egg.' : 




The Vagrant. 

"Idleness" and "Tramping and Vagrancy" 
follow. Here are a few wholesome words on 
the latter subject: 

" True, the fuily-developed vagrant, with 
hia filth and rags, with his foul language and 
incorrigible habits, with his skill or brazen- 
facedness, his ruffianism and cowardly readi- 
ness to take any mean advantage of the kindly 
and the weak, is a loathsome object. But 
never forget that, as a rule, he has been made 
what he is hy the action or neglect of others. 
He may have been born into this idle and dis- 
graceful mode of thought and life, but that 
is not his fault. He may have sunk into the 
present condition as an after-effect of drunk- 
enness or at some first crime. But are you 
sure that he ever had an opportunity to re- 
cover himself after some misdeeds to which 
you might also have been driven if you had 
had his temptations?" 

There are three other chapters— sad, dark 
pictures indeed — dealing with the lowest 
depths of human depravity. Those chapters 
make sorrowful reading, but are relieved by 
the strong note of hope in a great Deliverer, 
which is expressed in the final paragraph of 
the little book. 

" We are very grateful for every opportun- 
ity to hand out soup, bread, coals, or com- 
forts of any kind in His name. But our great 
and constant purpose is to teach the neediest 
and worst how to climb, by His help, out of 
the regions of suffering and hunger into those 
of safety and peace under his unfailing guid- 
ance. For He is the only G'.iide who can 
deliver and preserve every man from every 
precipice."

By all that lies in your Dower, you should 
make it hard for the sinner to leave thit meet- 
ing still halting and undecided. 

Nothing will tend to arouse him more than 
to see you desperately in earnest, and deeply 
concerned about, hiis present salvation. 

Many have -begun to pray for themselves, 
because Shey were liteTally shamed to it by 
hearing- others so ardently pray tfor them. 

It woke thenn up. They began to think 
there must be a needs be. 

And in so far as we desire the people m 
believe the Gospel of "Now is the day ot ' 
salvation," we shall act up to it by insisting 



on, and expecting instant surrenders. 

We must also remember that numbers of 
our young people — corps-cadets, candidates, 
and recruits— are iooking uo to us as exam- 
ples of what an officer should be, and how 
meetings should be conducted. 

They are making mental notes for future 
reference.

May God save us from ever showing a pat- 
tern of tepid salvationism, and so belying our 
sacred trust. 

Experienced officers know full well that 
ofttimes best cases come last. 

Not always are impressionable or easily 
persuaded characters the most reliable. 

The man or women of deliberate conviction, 
who has turned the question over on all sides, 
considered its issues, weighed the conse- 
quences, and finally from the very depths of 
his soul turns to God, and declares for Him, 
is not likely to go back upon his choice. 

To some such }'our prayer meeting will be 
the turning-point, it it is well fought out. 
Maintain throughout the spirit of prayer, and 
as it labors, and wrestles, and agonizes over 
souls, let faith rise with it, an ever-increasing 
tide. Sing faith songs, exercise the souls of 



your comrades on this line. Stimulate them. 
Show them that the prayer meeting itself 
affords an opportunity to try and prove God. 
Has He not invited us to do so? 

Prove God. 

"Prove Me new . , saith the Lord 'of 
Hosts, if I will not open you the windows of 
heaven, and pour you out a blessing . . ." 

A still more remarkable invitation to move 
God by the arm of praver, lies in the little 
parable of -vvatchrr.cn on the walls of Jem- 
salem, where this enjoinder follows the pro- 
clamation of their appointment: 

" Ye that are the Lord remembrancers, take 
ye no rest, and give Him no rest . . . till He 
make Jerusalem a praise on the earth. . ." 

One further illustration will suffice. 

To what purpose would a fisherman cast 
our his net into the deep, were he not to sub- 
sequently draw it in, and extract the haul of 
fish? 

Such ifolly is unheard of in the practical 
wGrk-a-day world. 

Why, then, should we, divinely commis- 
sioned to become fishers of men, be less wise? 

The supreme aim and object of each salva- 
tion meeting is to throw out the net. 

Do not let us fail, then, to wisely direct the 
ingathering of precious souls to the shore of 
salvation. 

Expect a big haul. Prepare for it. And 
the Master who gave to disappointed, but 
obedient, Peter, after his vain night's toil, 
the net-full, in so much that it brake, telling 
him thenceforward to " fear not, for he should 
catch Tnen," will see to it, that in answer to 
our glad assurance, " Nevertheless, at Thy 
word, I will let down the net," souls shall be 
won, and God glorified. — C. B. T.

BEAST AND WIRE. 

The animal kingdom of British Bast Africa looks 
upon the 2,100 miles of telegraph wires strung 
through the region as an innovation to ha utllteed. The 
wires arouse curiosity and stimulate experimentation, 
A number of genera and no end of species are try- 
ing to find the adaptation of the telegraph to their 
special purposes; and so the routine of the telegraph 
business Is more -or less crowded with incidents of 
an unusual character, some of which are mentioned 
In the latest official report. This speaks of monkeys 
as incorrigible. Many nf them have been shot and 
thoueands frightened, but they cannot get over the 
Idea that the wires are merely a new facility for 
their athletic performances in mld-alr. They have 
ceased to pay much attention to ths locomotive, and 
even the shrieks of the whistle are not permitted to 
Interfere much with the fun of swinging on the 
wire. Three wires are strung on the same lines of 
poles for BS4 miles, between the Ind'an Ocean and 
Victoria Nyanza, giving an opportunity for more 
complicated performances. The Klltuyu forest Is 
mentioned as a place where monkeys, in their evolu- 
tions, sometimes succeed In twisting the wires to- 
gether. 

The gentle giraffe Is also a source of annoyance. 
He sometimes. supplies enough muscular energy to 
the bracket on whloh the wire is fastened to twist 

It Broartdi stretching t)i? wke and wwlng It to 



foul with other wires. The hippopotamus is also a 
nuisance, because he rubs up against the poles and 
sometimes knocks them over. 

These creatures, however, do not steal the wire. 
Thievery was the greatest evil with which the tele- 
graph builders had to contend, and the evil has only 
recently been suppressed. When the copper wire was 
stretched north-east from Victoria Nyanza, through 
the Naoga country, the natives cut out considerable 
lengths of It, rind at one time about forty miles of 
wire were carried away and never recovered, Pass- 
ing caravans round also that they- could help them- 
selves along the way by cutting the wire and using 

It in the barter trade. The temliputlon was groat 
and not always resisted, for wire would buy anything 
the nativts had to sell. A great deal of energy was 
expended In stamping out wire stealing, and It now 
seems to be a thing of the past. 

■ Fifty-nine offices are receiving and sending tele- 
grams In British East Africa and Uganda. Wires 
connect the sea coast with Albert Nyanza, where 
Bmln Fasha was so long cut off from the world by 
the Mahdlsts. Telephone messages are constantly 
being sent between Mombasa, on the coast, and 
Nairobi, 328 miles Inland, and the t<*leErapOi business 
last year amounted to 42,739 messages.

The Life or the Sea-Faring Man. 

The Secretary of the Seaman's Union of the Pacific 
(who, In his youth, was an able seaman on sa'llng 
vessels of various foreign nations, and also worked 
at times on American vessels) in speaking of -the life 
of a sen-faring man, pays; 

"Now, a boy may go to sea out of romance; he 
may read Captain Uarxyatt and the rest of the writ- 
ers, and get into his head that he wants to be a 
ssiler: s.nd he jrees to 5ea, and he makes one or two 
" trips, and finds out what the sea !s, and what kind 
of life It Is, what kind of work he has to do, ami 
what kind of wages he Is likely to reeeive when ha 
Is a grown man, and he says, 'There Is nothing In 
uhla fur me,' and he quits and looks around for some- 
thing else to do. And It Is the same in all countries. 

" Norway used to furnish an enormous amount of 
seamen. When I rirst went to sea the wages of a 
seaman In purchasing power were such that he was 
really better off than the ordinary mechanic on 
shore, Ninety per cent,, of Uie men were married, 
and imd little homes of their own In the little gullies 
along uhe seacoast, or wherever they might happen 
to be, and their homes were neater and usually a little 
better furnished than those of the ordinary mechanic. 
Now, the condition of shore employment has In- 
creased in that country to the extent that the stand- 
ard ot living of the shore mechanic has risen vastly 
above that oftlhe eeaman, and the boy does not go 

vessels are now largely filled with Swedes and Finns, 
"A man can make more wages and be at home with 
his family. If he has one; or he can afford to furnish 
himself with one and stay at home and get better 
wascs by working at something ashore. The buy "wlio 
has the stuff in him to be a sailor must be strong 
physically, and -must have a fair average Intelligence, 
or else he ts no good at sea; and In order that he 
might remain at sea, or be willing to go to sea, the 
conditions of sea life must be such as would give 
him the Inducement, or at lease give h'mn the sibllity 
to live in the came way as his neighbors do. Now, 
sea life will not do it. 

'.'There Is much less drunkenness among sailors 
than Is generally supposed. People ashore are In- 
clined to say that any man they see drunk around 
the waterfront of a seaport city Is a sailor. ' In a 
majority of cases he Is not. The sailor goss ashore 
and lookn around; be goes Into the employment 
offices and other places to find .ouit whether there Is 
anything else' to do, and If there is any work ashore 
he Is glad to quit the sea. He becomes a hrldge- 
bullder; he becomes an architectural iron worker. 
Or the sailor .becomes brldge-fbullder on the railway; 
or a gripman on the street cars. Going to sea. he 
learns certain things; he learns to keep his head 
cool arid hi" feet warm, as wc call It at sea: to heve 
his presence of mind with him. He works with bnth 
hands, or he steadies himself with one luvnd, works 
with the other, and balances his body with his feet. 
And all the tima he thinks. If he eannot do that 
he Is no good at sen-; he Is n burden on a vessel 
Instead of a really efficient man. 

"well, a man who becomes aeeuBtomed to that — 
to think and work at the same time — receives a 
certain training that makes him a valuable man In 
other employments, particularly In such employment 
as street ep.rs. It 1st very much I ke the steering of 
a vessel; very much like It, And so It is with all 
kinds of work on ft vessel, you must use your hands 
and your brains, and meet new conditions all the 
time. The real training of a sailor consists In thOBS 
things, and that makes him capable of doing other 
work. Ho comes ashore and finds that architectural

What does a wavering iman or woman ever 
accomplish that is worth doing? 

Such an one never makes a success in the 
busy mercantile world. He has no chance 
in business; life If he wavers; 

Neither has the scientific or educational 
world any sphere where a -waverer may shine. 

To make their mark in the twentieth cen- 
tury days, .men must manifest dash, daring, 
and diligence. 

No less in the Kingdom of God. Waverers 
are not wanted. 

" Let not that man think thart he shall re- 
ceive anything of the Lord," says the piain- 
■spoken James, "for he that wavereth is like 
a wave of the sea, driven with the wind and 
tossed." 

It is the same truth as the Saviour Himself 
declared to the wondering multitudes: "The 
Kingdom of Heaven suffereth violence, and 
the violent taketh it by force." 

That kind of soul which presents its peti- 
tion with allthe intensitv tit its nature, and 
with that importunate, will-not-be-denied 
spirit is the one that prevails in the Kingdom 
of God.

The man- 
agement has Just had some up-to-date letter-heads 
printed in proper hotel style for the use of the guests, 
and a telephone has also been Installed, to which 
they have free access by applying at the office. It 
is readily agreed to by all that It Is tihe best plaee 
in the city for laboring men, tradesmen, and mechan- 
ics. Through our private labor bureau we have 
succeeded In finding employment, permanent aijd 
otherwise, for one hundred and sixteen men. — H.

Chapter XXVI. 

HENRY VIII. AND CARDINAL WOLSEY. 

A.D. 1509-1529. 

The new King was very fond of PKncejs Kath- 
arine, and he marr.ed her soon after his father's 
d.ath, without asking any imore questions about the 
right or wrong of It. He had begun with very gallant 
and prosperous tones. He was very handsome, and 
skilled In all aports and games, and had such frank, 
free manners, that the people f.lt as If they had one 
of their best old PlautageneLS back again. They w^re 
Pieaaed, too, when he quarreled with the King of 
.France, and, like an old Flantasenet, led an army 
across the sea and besieged the town of Tournay. 
Again, It was like tht time of Eaward UJ., for James 
IV. of Scotland was a friend of the French King and 
came across the border with all the strength <jf Scot- 
land, to ravage England while Henry was away. But 
th^re were plenty of stout Engl.shmen leit, and, 
under the Earl of Surrey, they beat the Scots entire- 
ly at the battle of Flodden field; smd King Jam-s 
himself was not taken, but left dead upon the flad, 
while his kingdom went to his poor litje baby son. 
Though there had be.n a battle In France, It was not 
another Crecy, for the French ran away so fast that 
It was called the battle of trie Spuis. Howe-vei-, 
Henry's expedition did not mmt to much, for he 
d.d not get all the help ihe was promised; and he 
made peace with the F,eneh king, e.ving h.m In 
marriage his beautiful young sist.r Mary — tnough 
King Ixiuis was an old, helpless, s.ckly man. In- 
deed, he only lived six weeka after the wedding, anj 
before there was time to fetch Queen Mary home 
again, she had married a gentleman named Cnarles 
Jbrandon. Sne told Her brother tnat she had irur- 
lled once Lo please h,m, and now she had roamed 
to please herself. But die forgave her, and made her 
husband Duke of Suffolk. 

Henry's chief udvlser, at this time, was Thomas 
Wnispy, Archbishop of York; a very a^le man, and 
of moat splendid tastes and hab.ts — outdoing even 
the Tudois In love of thow. The pope had made turn 
cardinal — that Is, one of the clergy who art counted 
as parish priests in the diocese of Rome, and there- 
fore have a right to choose the pope. They wear 
scar! t hais, cayjes, and shoes, and are the higuie^t in 
rank of all the clergy except the pope. Indeed, Car- 
dinal Wolsey wag in hopes of being chosen pope him- 
self, and netting the whole church ,to r.flite — for 
there hod been several very wicted men reigning 
at Rcme, one after fche other, and to..e.y toad brought 
things to such a pass that everyene felt that there 
would be some great judgment from God If tome 
impiovements were not made. Most of Wolsey's ar- 
rangements with foreign princes had this end In 
view. The new king of Fi-ance, Francis I., was 
young, brilliant, and splendid, like Henry, and the 
two had a confer^ nee near Calais, when they brought 
their queens and their whole Court, and put up tents 
of velvet, silk, and gold — while everything was so 
extraordinarily maguiticent that the meeting has 
ever since been called the Field of the Cloth of Cold.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 



Pop Corn Pudding. — Pop some corn nicely, then 
roll It as fine as you can. One pint of corn to one 
quart of sweet-milk; add a small pleee of butter, one 
teaspoonful of salt, beat two eggs with enough sugar 
to sweeten the milk; mix all together. Bake for 
twenty minutes. 

Steamed Brown Bread. — Stir well tOEethtr three 
cups of corn meal, two cups of rye meai, one cup of 
flour, and one of molasses; add one-half a teaspoon- 
ful of saleratus, a little Bait, and enough milk or 
water Lo mix. rathfcr thin. Pour this mixture Into 
a tin pudding-bolter, tie the cover securely on, and 
boll four hours. 

Rice Mufflns.--For a dozen muffins, stir into a pint 
of milk one teaspoqnful of salt, a cupful of ho.led ' 
rice, two twbleKpoonfuJs of melted butter, two well- 
beaten eggs, and two cupfuls of flour. Beat together 
very Uioroisshly, UI1 hot mafc rings, and bake In " 
hot oven for thirty minutes. 

.Scalloped Cheese. — In a buttered baking dish al- 
ternate bread crumbs wlLh layci'u of thin slices of 
cheese. To the crumbs add celery' salt or chopped 
celery, pepptr and small pieces of butter, crumbs last. 
Add u. well-beaten egg, and a half pint of rich cream. 
Balie In a hot oven. Whoever ilkes cheese will surely 
enjoy It In this way. 

Boiled Custard.— A housewife noted for the ijcccl- 
lent flavor of her boiled custard, a delicacy particu- 
larly In favor during the holiday season and as a 
refreshment for winter gatherings, recommends tho 
following'' reolpe: One egg, one ' pint of milk, half 
teacup of sugar. While the milk comes to a. bo.l 
beat the egg and sugar together, thin It with a little 
of the milk, 'then pour slowly Into the boiling milk, 
stlrrmg the 'while, until It thickens and flavor to 
taste.- If esJss-ate scarce use half and thlokeri wjth 
coin starch or flour. Do not boll too luug ov It will 
curdle. ..If made very. sweet Is makes a good Ice 
cream. ''
